14. (Original) The use as claimed in claim 13, characterized in that the inimer 
compounds used are those which were prepared by esterification of hydroxy-functionalized 
monomers, such as, for example hydroxyethyl methacrylate (HEMA), with ATRP initiators, 
such as, for example, halopropionic acids. 

15. (Currently Amended) The use as claimed in claim 13, cha r ac terize d in t ha t 
wherein the inimer compounds used w ere t hose which w e r e was obtained by 
sulfochlorination of styrene.
